You can use yourLCD-TV as a monitor for yourpersonal computer using a VGA 
cable (not supplied). 
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Connection and use steps: 

1 .Read the userguide supplied with 
your computerand ensure that ithas 
a VGAconnector; 

2. Make sure that the power of the LCD 
-TV and the PC are off; 

3. Connect a Dtype 15-pin VGAinterface 
cable ( not supplied ) to the VGAvideo 
interface connectoron the PC. Then 
connect the other end to the VGA video 
interface connectoron the back of the 
LCD-TV. Tighten the screwson the VGA 
connectors once they are firmly 
connected; 

4. Turn on the power of the LCD-TV first, 
and then turn on the power of the PC; 

5. Press the TV/AV button to setthe video input mode of the LCD-TV to VGA; 
Once the input for VGA is selected and if you see no image press function 
F8 on you pc. 

6. Check the image on your TV. There may be noise associated with the resolution, 
vertical pattern, contrast orbrightness in PC mode. If noise is present, change 
the PC mode to another resolution, change the refresh rate to another rate or 
adjust the brightness and contrast on the menu until the picture is clear. If the 
refresh rate of the PC graphic card can not be changed, change the PC graphic 
card or consult the manufacturer of the PC graphic card.
